THE SENATE'S SESSION. 


The Cuban Question Continues the Them* 


of Spirited l>ebate. 


Washington, May 20.—Another stir- 


ring: debate on Cuba has occurred la 
the senate. It was of the give and take 
order, with sharp parliamentary fenc- 
ing. The main speeches of the day were 
made by Senators Foraker of Ohio, CanT 
non of Utah, Lindsay of Kentucky and 
Hoar of Massachusetts. 


It was the occasion of the first speech 


of any length made hy Mr. Poraker 
since he entered the senate, and in ad- 
dition to this the Ohio senator is one at 
the Cuban subcommittee of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 
He spdke 


in favor of a reference of the resolu- 
tion to the committee, but on the gen- 
eral question declared his purpose ot 
supporting the resolution recognizing: 
Cuban belligerency when it should be 
reported by the committee. 


Mr. Cannon was bitter in his denun- 


ciation oC Spanish atrocity, character- 
izing the captain general of Cuba as 
"that mad dog Weyler." 


Mr Lindsay declared if the Informa- 


tion furnished by United States consuls 
was so shocking as to subject them to 
danger of assassination if their names 
were disclosed, it was time to send war- 
ships to Cuba and tq terminate all dip- 
lomatic relations with that country. 


It was developed in the course of a 


coloquy between 
Senators Forafcer, 


Morgan and Vest that the state depart- 
ment had withheld the names of UnltedJ 
States consuls reporting on the serious 
condition of affairs in Cuba because it 
might lead to their masaacre. Mr. Vest 
declared that this presented the most 
serious phase of the subject, as It waa 
time to protect our officials with war- 
ships if their personal safety was 
threatened for making'reports to their 
government. 


A vote was not reached on the Mor-

WAS SENT 10 THE CLEAEISC HOUSE. 


Albert M. Klnr Loft the Boylston Bank 


For the Clearing Eoune, Settled Bal- 


ances With Other Institutions, and 


Then mysteriously Disappeared. 


Boston, May 20.—Albert M. King, the 


19-year-old messenger of the Boylston 
Notional bank, at the coiner of Wash- 
ington and Essex stieets, is missing, to- 
gether with about '520,000 in cash and 
a $10,000 United. States certificate; not 
negotiable except between Danks. King; 
started for the clearing house at 10:15 
o'clock yesterday morning to settle the 
balance existing there against the bank, 
and on the way, according to instruc- 
tions, transacted other business involv- 
ing something like J45.000. 
As he did 


not return to the bank by 1 o'clock, the 
officials grew anxious andmadea search 
for the messenger, besides invoking the 
aid of the police, but up to the present 
hour they have been unable to ascer- 
tain his whereabouts. 


Deputy Superintendent 'Bui-rill and 


Chief Inspector Watts at once sent tel- 
egrams to New Yotk, Montreal and all 
the large cities in New England, giving 
a description of King and asking the 
police to look out fnr him.

"The impossibility of expelling the

men and the success of their cause upon 
one or more pitched battles. I conclude, 
therefore, that the war will drag its 
\\ eary length along so long as the msur- 


• gents can 
dig sustenance from 
the 


ground on the one side or money be ob- 
tained by the other, with the continued 
leTjlt of untold human suffering, loss 
of human life, the murder of innocent 
men, 
women and children by both sides 


and the frightful havoc which disease 
makes in the ranks of the soldiers, par- 
ticularly among the unaccJlmated.Span- 
lards. The poverty and distress of the 
people are daily increasing and the loss 
of property of all sorts daily becoming 
more enormous. No one can fuliy ap- 
preciate the situation without being 
here in person. The number of poor, 
distressed, starving women, children 
and old men of all races have greatly 
Increased in this city within the past 
few weeks, while at other points on the 
island the suffering has been propor- 
tionately greater." 


OIney'R Suggestion of Intervention. 


The letter from Secretary Olney to 


Spanish Minister De Lome, un.ler date 
of April 4, 1S%, is tb<? one in which In- 
tervention is suggested.

ment has been greatly enlarged, while 
the mere fact that they have held out 
to this time has given them confidence 
in their own eyes and prestige with the 
•world at large. In t-hort, it can hard- 
ly be questioned that the insurrection 
instead of being quelled is today more 
formidable than e^ er and enters upon 
the second year of its existence with 
decidedly Improved prospects of suc- 
cessful results.

Baked Cabbage—Parboil one small head 


of cabbage filteen minutes, pour off water, 
add fresh boiling water and cook 'till ten- 
der. Chop fine. Add two beaten eggs, 
piece of butter, three tablespoonfuls of 
cream, pepper and salt. Mix and bake. 
Serve hot. 


Oatmeal Bannocks—Sift three cups oat- 


meal, one cup flour and half teaspoonful 
salt well together. Boil one pint milk 
md melt two tablespoonfuls of butter in 
it, stir all together, roll into a thin sheet, 
cut into round cakes and bake on a hot 
griddle. Butter while hot. 


Baked Liver—Take two pounds of liver, 


scald and wipe dry. Rub with salt and 
dredge with flour. Take strips of bacon 
and cover the top, put in dripping pan 
witU a little water. Bake rbout one hoar. 
It is nice and tender cooked this way, 


Graham Biscuits—One quart graham 


flour, one teaspoonful salt, lard and but- 
ter the size of an egg, two heaping tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder well stirred in 
flour. Mix with sweet milk, only stiff* 
enough to roll out.
